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BUSH HARÁ EL INTENTO EN UN BARRIL LLENO 
DEL DINERO DE LA CAMPAÑA ELECTORAL 
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California: Going Republican? 
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By Domenico Maceri 

Arnold Schwarzenegger's 
election as governor of California 
looks like a good omen for George 
Bush's chances of carrying Califor 
nia in 2004. When you add Tom 
McClintock and Schwarzenegger's 
votes, the two Republican candi- 
dates for governor, you come up 
with a total of62% (13% and 49% 
respectively) of all the ballots cast 
by Californians in the recent recall 
election. With a Republican gov- 
ernor in Sacramento, will Bush win 
the Golden State’s 55 electoral 
votes in the next presidential elec- 
tion? 

It does not look good for De- 
mocrats but an analysis of Schwar- 
7enegger's victory suggests Repub- 
licans still have their work cut out 
in California. 

Although 44% of Californians 
are registered Democrats. com- 
pared to 35% Republicans, in the 
recall election the numbers of vot- 
ers were basically the same. About 
39% of those who cast ballots were 
Democrats, 38% were Republi- 
cans, and 17% were Independents, 
according to the Washington Post. 

Predictably, the vast majority 
of Republicans (89%) voted to re- 
call Gray Davis while most Demo- 
crats (75%) voted against the recall. 
55% of Independents voted for the 
recall and 45% against it. 

In essence, Gray Davis was 
recalled because a significant per- 
centage of Democrats stayed home. 
The low Democratic turn out meant 
victory for Schwarzenegger. If 10% 
more of the registered Democrats 
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had gone to the polls. Davis would 
mall Likelihood have kept his job. 

Of course. Democrats had 
little reason to go to the polls. Gray 
Davis has been characterized as ex- 
tremely aloof and although he has 
been in polities for several decades, 
he managed to inspire virtually no 
one. 

Davis was helped somewhat 
by Cruz Bustamante. who ran on a 
platform of “no” on the recall but 
“yes” on Bustamante. The hope 
was that as a possible Latino gos 
ernor. he would energize Latino 
voters who would probably have 
voted against the recall and for 
Bustamante, 

Latinos did vote against the 
recall (55% no, 45% ves), buta sig- 
nificant number also stayed home 
And the Latinos who came to the 
polls tended to be middle and up- 
per middle class voters, who are 
more concerned about taxes than 
social services. That would explain 
the fact that Tom McClintock and 
Schwarzenegger, the two major 
Republican candidates, got a total 
of 41% of the Latino vote. This ts 
considerably higher than in most 
other elections in which Democrats 
routinely get about 70% of the 
Latino vote. 

In addition to Davis” lacklus- 
ter campaign, he had to face a very 
popular opponent. Schwarze- 
negger was extremely well recog- 
nized and did not need much pub 
licity to make himself known. Al- 
though he barely gave any specit- 
ics about his plans to fix the state's 
problems, many people voted for 
him because they saw weakness in 
Davis and vigor in his opponent. 

With the “cooperation” of the 
media, which barely asked Schwar- 
zenegger to answer any questions, 
the recall became little more than 
a popularity contest. 

Schwarzenegger's interviews 
were by non-journalists such as 
Oprah Winfrey, Jay Leno, Howard 
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Stern. and Larry King. Even when 
he agreed to debate the other can- 
didates. he demanded to have the 
questions in advance. Of course, he 
was accommodated, Celebrities are 
pampered in ways ordinary polit! 
clans aren't accustomed to. 

Ironically. it was likely the de- 
bate in Which he participated which 
sank Bustamante’s chances. Until 
the debate. the lieutenant governor 
was ahead of Schwarzenegger, ac- 
cording to many polls. At the de- 
bate. Bustamante looked lethargic, 
Was patronizing to Arianna Hutfin- 
gton, and overall did not show the 
energy California voters expected. 
He looked quite a bit like Gray 
Davis. 

The recall election should be a 
lesson for Democrats. If they con- 
tinue to nominate candidates like 
Gray Davis in future elections, 
they'll win only if Republicans are 
crazy cnough to counteract with the 
likes of Bill Simon or his look 
alikes. 

Schwarzenegger showed that 
an actor in popular movies could 
get elected even if he offers noth- 
ing but empty promises. People 
vote for candidates in part for their 
ideas but to a significant extent for 
their ability to “seduce” voters with 
their personality. 

Bush is very good at “seduc- 
ing” voters and with a Republican 
governor in California, he will have 
a better chance to carry the Golden 
State in 2004. But personality and 
circumstances only go so far. In 
2002 Bush lost California by 11% 
points to Al Gore, who had Gray 
Davis’ charisma. Republicans can 
celebrate for now, but they have a 
long way to go before California 
becomes the land of the GOP.

“Tam a big proponent of in- 
vesting in real estate. so one of the 
things I do is work closely with cli- 
ents to identify the appropriate 
realtor to implement an investment 
strategy in properties.” Palma says. 

He believes that choosing the 
right realtor is critical to accumu- 
lating significant wealth. “People 
need a team of professionals. and 
having a CPA acting as a quarter- 
back coordinating the different fi- 
nancial professionals ensures that 
the best interests of the client are 
always at the forefront of the rela- 


tionship.” Palma says. 

As part of a Wealth-building 
Strategy it is vital to fund a retire- 
ment plan. something that too few 
people do. “Building wealth has to 
become a daily or monthly routine 
to make sure you right yourself a 
check every month to fund your re- 
tirement plan.”

ing plans allow them to put away 
only $40.000 per year. In one case 
he helped a client create a plan in 
which he set aside $260,000 per 
year. Because the client was in the 
50 percent bracket, the plan re- 
sulted in a $130,000 refund from 
the government. 

“Tt is a tremendous return on 
investment.” Palma says. “The 
higher the tax rate, the higher the 
savings.” 

The plan has other advantages. 
For example, life insurance premi- 
ums are usually not deductible. But 
if the insurance 1s bought as part 
of a 312(1) plan it is deductible. 

There are some limitations, 


however. The amount of money 
someone can put into the plan is 
based on age. The older someone 
is, the more they are allowed to pay 
in. Younger people must invest less 
because they have more productive 
vears left. 

The 412(1) is a new variant of 
what is called a Defined Benefit 
Plan, which many employers of- 
fered 40 years ago. In a Defined 
Benefit Plan. the dollar value at the 
end of the rambow 1s known. 
There are no surprises. 

On the other hand. the 401(k) 
is a type of Defined Contribution 
Plan in which the maximum con- 
tribution is fixed. This is the type 
of plan in which Enron employees. 
and those of many other compa- 
nies. lost their retirement funds be- 
cause of corporate wrongdoing.

La menopausia: un 
cambio significativo en 
la vida de las mujeres

La menopausia es el período 
de transición en la vida de la mujer 
en el que la actividad menstrual 
disminuye y eventualmente cesa, 
y en el cual el cuerpo indepen- 
dientemente comienza a reducir la 
producción de las hormonas feme- 
ninas estrógeno y progesterona. 

La menopausia es una etapa 
natural y esperada en la vida de la 
mujer que comienza entre los 40 y 
los 55 años. Esta es la edad cuando 
la mujer deja de ovular eliminando 
la posibilidad de concebir. 

Para muchas mujeres la activi 
dad menstrual durante la meno- 
pausia se vuelve totalmente impre- 
decible. La menstruación podría de 
pronto detenérsele o ir disminu- 
yendo tanto en cantidad como en 
duración y la frecuencia podría ser 
más seguida o más distanciada. 
Esta irregularidad podría durar 
hasta tres años antes de que la 
menstruación cese finalmente. 

Otros de los síntomas que las 
mujeres pueden tener durante la 
menopausia son los accesos repen- 


tinos de calor o “bochornos”. los 


cuales son causados por falta de 


producción de estrógeno por el 
cuerpo. Algunas mujeres también 
experimentan resequedad vaginal 
lo que les dificulta gozar de las 
relaciones sexuales. a menos que 
usen un lubricante. Los cambios de 
temperamento y la falta de apetito 
sexual podrían también estar vin- 
culados a la menopausia. 

Los bajos niveles de estrógeno 
podrían también aumentar el riesgo 
en las mujeres a desarrollar osteo- 
porosis. una enfermedad que debi- 
lita y reduce la densidad de los hue- 
sos haciéndolos más susceptibles 
a quebraduras. Las áreas más pro 
pensas a fracturas son las caderas. 
la columna y las munecas. La dis- 
minución en la producción de es- 
trógeno podría también causar 
cambios en los niveles de coleste- 
rol. lo cual podría aumentar el ries- 
eo de enfermedades del corazón. 

Aún cuando hay varias op- 
ciones para tratar los síntomas de 
la menopausia. la terapia de reem 
plazo hormonal “(HRT)” es proba- 
blemente la más conocida y la más 
controversial. Mientras algunos 
estudios indican que la terapia de 


reemplazo hormonal puede me- 


jorar los síntomas de la menopau- 
sia. otros muestran que este tipo de 
terapia puede aumentar el riesgo en 
la mujer a desarrollar cáncer de los 
senos y enfermedades cardiovas- 
culares. 

La terapia de reemplazo hor- 
monal es un tratamiento que se usa 
para proveer al cuerpo ya sea con 
estrógeno. o con una combinación 
de estrógeno y progesterona. que 
son las dos hormonas producidas 
naturalmente por los ovarios. 

Hay otras alternativas que las 
mujeres pueden escoger para man- 
tenerse sanas y sentirse mejor du- 
rante la menopausta tales como: 
tomar suplementos de calcio y mi- 
nerales, vitamina C, B y E, hacer 
ejercicio. comer una dieta balan- 
ceada baja en grasas saturadas: y 
evitar las comidas muy condimen- 
tadas y picantes. Obviamente, todo 
esto puede también ser beneficioso 
para mujeres de cualquier edad.

Washington, (EFE).- Los pa- 
dres hispanos deben involucrarse 
mas en la vida de sus hijos y ayu- 
darles a decir no a las drogas. según 
recomienda una campaña de la 
Oficina para el Control de Drogas 
de EE.UU. presentada el miércoles 
pasado.

informativos.

gracia. “Tienes mucho más poder 
de lo que piensas”. dicen los anun- 
cios a los padres. 

Los hispanos son una po- 
blación especialmente vulnerable 
ala seducción de las drogas ya que 
un 21.4 por ciento de ellos viven 
en la pobreza. según datos de 2002, 
y más de dos de cada cinco perso- 
nas mayores de 25 años no han 
terminado la escuela secundaria, 
según la Oficina del Censo de Es- 
tados Unidos. 

La sustancia ilícita más con- 
sumida es la marihuana, respecto 
a la cual las autoridades estado- 
unidenses mantienen una postura 
inflexible.

“Principalmente. quienes 
envían dinero son los indo- 
cumentados más pobres.

Afirman que los inmigrantes 
erjudican a trabajadores de EE.UU.

Washington, (EFE).- Sólo 
uno de los cuatro ponentes que 
testificaron el jueves ante el Sub- 
comité de Inmigración de la Cá- 
mara de Representantes defendió 
los beneficios de la inmigración en 
el mercado de trabajo de EE.UU.. 
mientras los otros la consideraron 
perjudicial. 

El único en defender la mano 
de obra inmigrante fue el director 
asociado del Centro de Estudios de 
Políticas de Comercio (CATO en 
inglés), Daniel T. Griswold. 

El resto, el director de In- 
vestigaciones del Centro de Estu- 
dios de Inmigración. Steven A. 
Camarota, el profesor Vernon 
Briggs de la Escuela de Relaciones 
Laborales de la Universidad de 
Cornell y Terry Anderson, direc- 
tor de un programa de radio en Los 
Angeles especializado en inmigra- 
ción, se opusieron con fervor a la 
flexibilización de las leyes para los 
inmigrantes indocumentados. 

Briggs sostuvo que “la dura 
realidad de las lecciones de la 
historia laboral es que cuanto más 
generosa sea la política de in- 
migración (más abierta) peor es 
para todos los trabajadores en sus 
esfuerzos por aumentar los sa- 
larios, mejorar las condiciones 
laborales y asegurar fuentes de 
empleo”. 

“Lo que es una mala política 
económica para los trabajadores, 
no puede ser una buena política 
sindical ni nacional”, aseguró 
Briggs. 

El profesor de Cornell citó 
cifras del Censo 2000, que reveló 
que el 58 por ciento de los traba- 


jadores extranjeros en Estados 


Unidos no completaron la ense- 
ñanza secundaria. 

“Mientras la nación ha estado 
intentando reducir el tamaño de su 
mano de obra poco calificada, la 
política de inmigración ha inun- 
dando el mercado laboral con un 


flujo adicional de trabajadores 
pobremente educados”. afirmó. 

Briggs señaló en su testimo- 
nio que el hecho de que los 
sindicatos hayan cambiado de 
posición sobre una reforma a fa- 
vor de los inmigrantes, a la cual 
antes se oponían y ahora respaldan, 
se debe. en parte. a que “muchos 
de sus actuales miembros son 
inmigrantes indocumentados”. 

Por su parte. Camarota dijo 
que “está claro que la inmigración 
tiene un impacto negativo sobre el 
salario de los trabajadores menos 
pagados”. 

Sostuvo que los afroame- 
ricanos son los más perjudicados 
por la mano de obra extranjera, en 
especial la hispana y la asiática. 
“Quienes apoyan la llegada de 
muchos inmigrantes, deberían de 
entender que esto perjudica a los 
trabajadores estadounidenses, 
haciéndolos más pobres y más 
vulnerables”, dijo Camarota. 

Griswold discrepó con los 
otros testimonios y dijo que la 
mano de obra inmigrante hace un 
aportación positiva al crecimiento 
económico de EE.UU. 

Indicó que “más de la mitad 
de los trabajadores indocumenta- 
dos que ingresan cada año lo hacen 
por México”, y agregó que si 
Washington decide legalizar la 
inmigración mexicana “de un gol- 
pe. permitirá que vastos sectores de 
nuestra economía crezcan, permi- 
tiendo a los productores contratar 
la mano de obra que necesitan y 
los salarios se incrementarán”. 

Pero en su intervención, An- 
derson dijo que en su programa de 
radio ha recibido “cientos de llama- 
das de blancos, negros e hispanoa- 
mericanos, que han contado la mis- 
ma historia: ellos han sido despla- 
zados por los indocumentados de 
sus trabajos” porque los emplea- 
dores pueden pagarles menos que 
a los estadounidenses. 

El carácter ilegal del fenóme- 


no hace difícil un recuento exacto 
de cuantos ingresan por año a 
EE.UU.. pero los estimados van 
desde los 250.000 a los 420.000. 

Griswold sostuvo en su testi- 
monio que ingresan unos “350.000 
al año”. pero un informe escrito en- 
tregado por el instituto CATO que 
él representa señala que son 
250.000 anuales. Camarota, en 
cambio, citó al desaparecido Ser- 
vicio de Naturalización e Inmi- 
eración (INS en inglés). según el 
cual serían 420.000 los trabajado- 
res extranjeros que ingresan anual- 
mente. 

Se estima que en total, hay en- 
tre ocho y diez millones de extran- 


jeros que trabajan ilegalmente en 


el país. 

La congresista demócrata de 
Texas. Sheila Jackson Lee, expresó 
su postura de que los inmigrantes 
hacen un aporte positivo a la eco- 
nomía de EE.UU. porque “pagan 
sus impuestos, crean nuevos ne- 
gocios y gastan sus ingresos dentro 
de la economía estadounidense”. 

Jackson Lee indicó que no son 
los inmigrantes indocumentados 
los que bajan los salarios a los esta- 
dounidenses, sino que el problema 
es que éstos “no tienen un contrato 
que los respalde contra sus em- 
pleadores”. 

El congresista republicano de 
Indiana y presidente del Subco- 
mité, John Hostettler, defendió la 
tesis contraria y afirmó que el nivel 
de ingreso de los ilegales “ha depri- 
mido los salarios de los trabajado- 
res estadounidenses en un 3,2 por 
ciento desde 1980” y “en 8,9 por 
ciento en aquellos trabajadores na- 
tivos que no terminaron la escuela 
secundaria”, aseguró. 

El Subcomité de Inmigración, 
Seguridad Fronteriza y Demandas 
es el encargado, entre otras fun- 
ciones, de analizar y proponer le- 
gislación sobre el ingreso de ex- 
tranjeros que pretenden trabajar o 
radicarse en Estados Unidos.<=> 
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
